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Crowe alley Woodworks is a bit 
different from most businesses; on the 
other hand, Crowe Valley Woodworks is a 
bit different from most government-spon- 
sored projects. In fact,, Crowe Valley 
Woodworks on the overall finds itself in a 
fairly unique position. 

Crowe Valley Woodworks is a business 
venture under the Local Employment 


‘Assistance Program (LEAP) a ‘‘small 


developmental program” administered by 
Canada.Manpower's Job Creation Branch. 
As a business it’s interested in wood- 


packaging, firewood and other wood-re- ° 


lated projects and like any business, it’s 
looking for the best way to stay alive and 


Umake a profit in a competative field. As a 


social program it’s interested in traiging 
young people with few skills and little 
education and it has its salaries guaranteed 
by the program, whether or not it makes a 
go of its venture. Therein lies the 
contradiction - or the appearance of a 
contradiction. 

‘* After your last article”’ complained Bob 
Beatty and Stewart Richardson the two 


” sponsors of the project and the principal 


officers of the company, ‘‘people were 
coming up to us and asking if we were the 


- fellows who had the business that could 


afford to lose $150,000 ‘That, they say, is 
markedly unfair. Although, if the logic of 
loss is carried to the extreme they could 
lose all the money used to pay salaries for 
the workers - probably between $70,000 
and $90,000 according to Mr. Richardson - 
they have no intention of doing so. They 
are interested in establishing a business 
that can run itself:at a profit like any other 
and they feel confident that they can pull it 
off. + : 

This project has been in the works a long 
time. It first came to the attention of the 
Marmora public this past winter when Mr. 
Richardson and Mr. Beatty approached 
township council for sponsorship - and 
were refused. They were subsequently 
aa the study and, following that, the 
inancing for the project. ; 

They have established themselves in 
building next tothe Marmora Home Centre 
about a mile w@St of town on the north side 


of Highway 7. They have a large yard for 


the lumber, a back shop area which is now 
used primarily for pallet repair and a front 
section including an office and apartments 


‘that look like they were designed by a 
_ mole with a hangover. 


The labour-intensive grant allows them 
to Hire up to eleven people; it allows little 
money for, capital expenditure, thus 
guaranteeing that Crowe Valley Wood- 
works has to come up with projects that 
require much labour and relatively little 
machinery. 

The woodworks has responded to this by 
entering two areas - selling firewood and 
repairing wooden pallets for large 
industrial concerns in Peterborough. Both 
have been successful to date, although 
Mr. Richardson thinks that neither is what 
is needed to establish the company viably. 

The firewood business is largely aimed 
at the Peterborough market, although 
some is sold locally. ‘‘We buy locally and 
sell about 75% of our wood in 
Peterborough'’ Mr. Beatty said. ‘‘Another 
20% we sell to cottagers who see the sign 
and stop in. The rest we sell locally. We 
don’t think we're cutting in on any local 
markets. Most of these people have 
established contacts and if they cut thirty 


cords of wood they've already got it sold to ~ 


the same peo le who bought from them 
last year.”’ Also, Mr. Richardson ints 
out, their prices are competitive. ‘*We’'re 
not way below them. This is one

government program that is not going to 
undermine private business. 

The second aspect of their business is 
their pallet-repair operation. Thery have 
contracts with Quaker. Oats, Mashawa and 
CGE, and are working on contracts with 
National Groceries and Indusmin - all 
except the latter are Peterborough 
concerns - to repair their broken pallets. 
This is a unique service since, although 
the pallets are expensive and well-made, it 
one breaks it’s usually cast aside. Thus the 
woodworks is filling a hole in the iridustry. 
At present they are buying replacement 
boards from Sawyer and Stoll in Tweed; in 
a short time, according to Mr. Beatty, they 
hope to purchase the equipment necessary 
to jig the boards themselves. One 
advantage of concentrating their business 
in the Peterborough area is that it allows 
them to send a truck full of firewood to 
Peterborough and return to Marmora with 
the truck full of pallets for repairing. 

However, as we mentioned earlier, Mr. 
Richardson feels that the future of the 
concern lies largely in neither of these 
areas, but’ in wood packaging. ‘‘I think

Cooler Weather Ideal 
For Lawn Seeding 


Mellow September days are ideal for 
seeding new lawns or planting evergreens, 
says Russell Gomme, Ontario Ministry of 
Agriculture and Food horticulturist. 

Lawn seeding can restore unsightly, 
bare patches caused,by summer construc- 
tion or repair projects. 

‘To paper a.seedbed, use a rototiller or 
spade, and remove any thistles or weeds,”’ 
says Mr. Gomme. ‘‘Then level with a rake, 
before sowing 2.3. kg. of pre-mixed seed 
and 9 kg. of balanced fertilizer per 93 m 
squared. Aftgr seeding, rake lightly.’ 
or a large area, Mr. 
- recommends buying pure seed and sean 
it at home. The mixture should contain 6 
per cent Kentucky bluegrass, 30 per cent 
creeping red fescue, and 10 per cent 
perennial rye grass. Dragging a weighted 
ard over the large expanse is the easiest 
method of leveling the soil.* 

‘‘Cooler weather promotes fast growth of 
grass,"’ says Mr. Gomme. *‘Homeowners 
won't have to water newly-seeded lawns 
because Mother Nature will do. it for

While improving the landscape, home- 
owners might consider planting a few 
evergreens. In September, nurseries stock 
many varieties. 

‘It is important to remember that’some 
evergreens cannot tolerate shade,’ says 
Mr. Gomme. ‘‘The Japanese yew and 
euonymus are ideal for north-wall sites, 
but all junipers and other evergreens 
prefer locations facing east, south or 
west.”’ 

The planting site should be well-worked, 
with generous additions of peat moss to 
hold moisture. Evergreens should be 
planted at least 75 cm from buildings. 
Otherwise the roots will dry out. 

Moisture is lost through their needles 
during winter, so an extra soaking of water 
before freeze-up helps prevent winter 
burn. 

Lawns and evergreen s need a headstart 
now, before chilly winds sweep around 


your home.

. cial Secretary for Resources Development 


announced that Dr. Arthur Porter, 
Chairman of the Royal Commission on 
Electric Power Planning, has made public 
his Commission‘s Interim Repog on 
Nuclear Power in Ontario. 

‘The Royal Commission, established in 
July 1975, was requested last December to 
provide the Government with its interim 
views and conclusions regarding nuclear 
issues. 

The Commission's Final Report, expect- 
ed in October 1979, will embrace 
recommendations on all aspects of electric 
power planning in Ontario as set out in the 
terms of reference of the Commission. The 
Interim Report refers only to the 
Commission’s views and conclusions on 
nuclear power. 

Mr. Brunelle indicated that the 
Government intends to review the findings 
of the Interim Report in detail. This review 
which might take some months in order to 
allow time for proper assessment of 
comments, will be coordinated by the 
Ministry of Energy.. 

Mr. Brunelle pointed out. that the 
Interim Report would also be forwarded 
immediately to the Legislature’s Select 
Committee on Hydro Affairs which is 
expected to begin the first stage of its 
examination of nuclear matters in October. 

The Provincial Secretary expressed his

The wise sailor stays clear of Useless 
Bay, Hit or Miss Point, Intricate Harbour 
or Fair or False Bay. 

Two small islands in the Bay of 
Exploits, opposite the former naval base 
of Botwood, hamper navigation so one is 
called All-in-the-Way Island and the other, 
Right-in-the-Road Island. 

. Geographical names can’t be much 
more descriptive than these, unless it it 
the small lake that feeds the North River 
which flows into Conception Bay. at 
Clarke’s Beach. 

The lake, or pond as most Newfoundland 
lakes are called, is known as The-Pond- 
That-Feeds-The-Brook. 

-This is the official name, not just the 
local moniker, and all geographical 
names in this article are on_ official 
Canadian government maps produced by 
the Department of Energy, Mines and 
Resources. 

Early Newfoundland settlers alsoturned 
heavily to religion when they named their 
surroundings. 

Church hierarchy goes the whole gamut 
from Lord’s Pond to Little Friars Cove 
including Pope’s Harbour, Bishop’s Gully, 
Parson’s Hill and The Sisters Rocks. 

There’s also Holy Water Pond and 
Baptist Cove, Harbour-My-God and 
Holystone Gullies, Church Pond and 
Chapel Arm. 

Devil’s Point, L’Anse au Diable and 
Damnable Bay serve.as a warning to 
sinners and even nonconformists have had 
their say with Heretic Hill. 

More than 80 different animals, birds or 
fisH figure in the province’s place names 
including camels, yaks and penguins, 
none of them indigenous to the area. 

Early settlers were often preoccupied 
with food and drink and it is believed they 
could have had too little of the first and 
maybe too much of the latter. 

Why else would they have named Bread 
and Cheese, Bareneed, Empty Store- 
house, Hungry Grove and Famine Point? 

Grog, Molson, Beer and Scotch are 
Newfoundland ponds while Dram and The 
Brandies are islands. Newfoundland 
dipsomaniacs, if there are any, can brag 
about Ginpicker Hill, Lushes Bight, 
Drunkard’s Point and, alas, Big Head. 

Other Newfoundland geographical feat- 
ures bear such amusing names as Pick 
Eyes, Spread Eagle, Shuffle Board, 
Ireland’s Eye and Jerry’s Nose. “ 

There’s Downward Hill, an Open Hall, 
Lord and Lady Islands, a Wych Hazel 
Pond, a Cuckold’s Head, a Nameless 
Cove and an Unknown Pond. 

There has to be something special about 
the type of persons who can find such 
charming place names.

J€éan Garon is one of the most colorful men in Rene Leves- 
que’s colorful cabinet. 

Those who know this 40-year-old lawyer say his language 
is earthy and his attitude to most matters is refreshing. He 
is Quebec's minister of agriculture. 

I have been quick to chastize Quebec on a couple of oc- 
casions, especially for the Parti Quebecois’ attitude on the 
interchange of construction laborers. It appears that M. 
Garon is going to come up with some legislation in Quebec 
to preserve good farmland. If so, the P.Q. will be head and 
shoulders above Ontario. 


but pay lip service to preservation in Ontario. 

Quebec is doing more. Garon is holding public meetings 
across the province right now asking for suggestions and 
ideas. Reports indicate that even Quebec farmers have 
come to realize that action is necessary. 

Les habitants have been, for years, wary of any legisla- 
tion limiting control over their land. They, as most farmers 
in Ontario, viewed their land as something to sell so they 

- could live in ease in their old age. But not anymore. 

The Union des Producteurs Agricoles — the Quebec 
farmers union — has called for a total ban on new houses in 
farm areas except for those used by persons working direct- 
ly on the land. 

The union has called for legislation to set up a province- 
wide zoning board which would have the final say in allo- 


wing any non-farming construction or development in an_ 


agricultural zone. 

Quebec is, of course, much more vulnerable than Ontario 
in thhe need for farmland. Documents issued by Garon's de- 
partment say that Quebec has only 48,266 acres of prime 
farmland compared to 5.3 million acres in Ontario. 

_ Garon points out that Quebec relies on imports for 40 per

cent of its food. ‘ 


‘‘& nation which is not willing to make the effort to feed it- 
self does not deserve to live,”’ he says. 


And the only way, up to now, to grow food is on the good ° 


farmland. It must be preserved if Quebec is to become a na- 
tion. 

They have their share of speculators, too, Garon points 
out. More than 500,000 acres of land in Quebec are in the 
hands of nearly 10,000 non-residents of the province.. Every 
year, non-residents buy an average of 44,000 acres of Quebec 


land. 
Nothing is being done, to my knowledge, to do anything ‘ 


‘‘As they say in the U.S": Buy land. They don’t make it any 
more,’ says Garon, ‘‘but we must put a stop to it because 
land will always be a tempting refuge for speculators, espe- 
cially during a period of inflation."’ 

Despite the immensity of territory within the province, 
Quebec is still largely covered by forests, shrubs, tundra 
and water. Only two per cent of the province’s 336-million 


acres is considered even remotely suitable for agriculture. _ 


Therefore, the land must be preserved, the land that can 
be economically farmed. Legislation is due late this fall and 
little opposition from the Liberals is expected. 

It would seem to me a good time for the Ontario govern- 
ment to take a long, hard look at the Quebec legislation. 
Although more land is available — and viable — for agricul- 
ture in Ontario, now is the time to make some important 
decisions before too much of this precious commodity — 
‘twhich they don't make any more’’ — disappears forever. 

But don't hold your breath waiting for the Tories to move. 
They have already given the green light for more than 300 of 
the best acres in the province to be used by Family Leisure 
Centres, a Yankee firm. 

Family Leisure Centres, for God's sake! Who needs a fan- 
tasyland on those acres just north of Toronto?

The battle of the Constitution has gone 
into the third round. First, we saw the 
Victoria Charter; then the Fulton-Favreau 
Report and now the Constitutional 
Amendment Bill. 

The first two reports were rejected, and 
. the third doesn’t look like it’s going to 

wash, - politically or legally. Some 
observers say it deserves to be junked if 
only because. thé purpose behind intro- 
ducing the Bill was to detract attention 
from Canada’s worsening economic sit- 
uation and try for one last touch-down for a 
Prime Minister who has been losing the 
game for some time now. 

Media reports from Ottawa have been 
noticeably uncomplimentary as of late, and 
recently, many important Liberal Senators 
voted with Conservative Members of 
 Parliament.on a significant motion. that 
was to recommend to the House of 
Commons and Senate that a legal ruling be 
sought in the Supreme Court on whether 
Provincial government agreement is 
needed re certain parts of the 
constitution can be changed. | 

Legal opinions, offered by two Consti- 
tutional lawyers, both experts in their field, 
cast enough doubt on this question that the 
only way to clear up the uncertainty is to 
refer it to the highest court in Canada. 

Dr. W.R. Lederman, Professor of Law at 
Queen’s University, stated quite clearl 
that agreement, not just consultation wit 
the Provinces is needed to change the: 
Constitution. A motion to this effect was 
voted upon. It was supported by all present 
except the Liberal M.P.’s. The Liberal

prescription lenses should wear safety 
glasses with protective lenses to protect 
their eyes from flying shot, tree limbs and 
other hazards. Protective lenses of either 
heat-treated (tempered) solid glass or of 
plastic are not ‘‘unbreakable’’. but are 
more ‘‘impact resistant’’. 

It is true that dust, water and snow are a 
bother because they collect on the lenses. 
Plastic lenses are less likely to fog or 
‘steam up’’ but they do scratch more 
easily than glass. 

Commercial lens-coating agents may 
also overcome this problem. Every hunter 
should have a professional vision exam- 
ination every 12 months. He should discuss 
his hunting activities with his vision 
specialist for the best advice on what is 
necessary to meet his vision needs. Except 
in extreme cases, a visual problem does not 
mean that a-hunter must give up his sport. 
Every hunter should, however, have a 
knowledge of his own visual capacities and 


‘take precautions to hunt within those 


bounds. Hunters who cannot see well at 
dusk or on dreary days should govern their 
activity accordingly. 

A few precautionary measures regarding 
vision can increase hunting success and 
pleasure and they can also decrease the 
annual accident toll, according to the 
Ontario Association of Optometrists.

The Small Claims Court exists to assist . 


in the resolution of claims up to the amount 
of $1000.00. 

The Small Claims Court is devoid of the 
rigid structure and formality of other courts 
and, in terms of cost is much cheaper. A 
judge presides over the court and will 
render a udgement when all the evidence 
has been heard. The procedure for 
commencing a Small Claims Court action is 
simple and free of red tape. 


A visit to the office of the Clerk of the - 


Small Claims Court will suffice to reassure 
a plaintiff that costs and red tape are kept 
to a minimum. Costs of initiating a Small 
Claims Court action vary between $7. and 


$19.50 depending on the amount in . 


dispute. 

You do not need a lawyer. Assemble 
your facts and arrange attendance of any 
witnesses along with any documents you 
feel will assist you to substantiate your 
case. 

On the day of the hearing be sure to get 
to the court on time. You will be asked to 
give your evidence, which is your reason 
for the action. The defendant, or his 
representative will be allowed to cross 
examine you. THis procedure is simply to 
point out any inconsistencies in your 
statements. Later, when the defendant 
responds you will have an opportunity to 
cross examine. If you are the defendant 
you will present your side of the story. 
Finally the judge will render his 
judgement. The whole procedure is simple, 
painless, and should be resorted more 
often. 

The work frequently heard in claims in 
small claims court are: 

- failure to repay a loan 

- failure to pay for merchandise sold on 
credit 

- NSF cheques 

- arrear of rent 

- payment for work done 

- damage to property 

- recovery of money paid where~goods or 
services do not come to standards, 

- unpaid wage ‘ 

- recovery of property in some other 
person's possession. There are many other 
claims. 

Do not be afraid of the, expense or 
procedures - both are minimal. -An 
excellent book is available at Samll Claims 
Court offices free of charge entitled **Small 
Claims Court’.

Few people would believe that farm income has not kept 
pace with inflation. ? 

A look at beef prices is enough to scare most housewives 
into buying a protein supplement. 

But recent statistics released by the province indicate 
that farm income is actually dropping at an alarming rate.

But by 1975, the farming share of their net income 
dropped to 25.7 per cent, a decrease of four per cent in five 
years..In other words, they made more money off the farm 
than on the farm. What they made off the farm paid more 

All of. which indicates to me that farm income declined 
Other income went up. Wages went up 

Who else is working for less today than five years ago” 

The depressing indictment in the whole set of figures is 
that farmers have to take two or three jobs. That is the ines- 
capable fact that distresses me 

In a basic industry.such as agriculture, too many farmers 
find it necessary to take other jobs so they can remain on 
the farm In most counties — even those thought to be pri- 
marily rural in make-up — more than half, perhaps even 
two-thirds of the money made by farmers was not made 

from the land 

Farmers have to work hard even on a modern operation 
If they did not find it absolutely necessary, they would not 
hold down two or three jobs. If they could make a better 
living as full-time farmers, that is where they would prefer 
to be 

But they cannot. They must find other sources of income

I put it to you this way: How many farm homes have you 
seen with a swimming pool in the backyard? Darn few. And 
it's a lead-pipe cinch that most farm homes with a swim- 
ming pool are owned by a gentleman farmer. a chap with a 
primary income from another source who may be using the 
farm as a tax write-off. 

This is not to suggest that everybody should own a swim- 
ming pool. I am suggesting they are a sign of affluence. 
That affluence has not spread to the farm gate.

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Poinsettias Can Bloom, 


To flower poinsettias at home, they must 

be subjected to a short-day treatment 
beginning in early October. This means the 
plants need uninterrupted dark periods for 
13 or 14 hours each day. This treatment 
should continue for six to eight weeks, up 
to flowering. 
_ In the greenhouse, the natural decrease 
in daylight hours in October is sufficient to 
encourage flowering. However, at home. it 
is necessary to simulate these conditions. 
_ Dr. Blom recommends moving the plant 
into an empty room where the plant is 
assured light in the daytime, and complete 
uninterrupted darkness each night. 

“Alternatively, place the plant in a 
closet every evening, and take it out in the 
morning after 13 or 14 hours. Uninter- 


ain 


rupted darkness is ‘critical,’’ says Dr. 
Blom. ‘‘A minute of light during the dark 
peso’ can retard flowering. Even glare 
m a street light can upset flowering.’’ 
Since poinsettias are sensitive to 
fluctuations in temperature, maintain 
temperatures of 18 to 19 C. Temperatures 
of more than 21 C may delay flowering. 
During the short-day treatment, good 
growing conditions are important. Plants 
must have adequate moisture at all times. 
Don’t allow them to become so dry that the 
leaves begin to droop. Fertilize plants 
every three weeks. 
Follow these instructions, and your 
polices will be in full bloom for the 
oliday season, says Dr. Blom. 


Slow-Moving Vehicles 


Accidents involving agricultural vehicles. 
can be prevented if motorists learn to 
recognize slow-moving: vehicles. 

Larry Swinn, senior safety consultant for 
the Fart Safety Association of Ontario, 
says motorists should know what the 
orange ‘slow-moving vehicle’ sign means. 
This bright-orange triangular reflecting 
Sign is mandatory under the Ontario 
Highway Traffic Act for all agricultural 
vehicles travelling less than 25 mph on the 
road. 

_ “That sign, although it isn’t legally a 
licence plate, allows farmers to drive 
slow-moving agricultural vehicles on public 
roads. There is, however, one problem 
with the sign. It can fade.”’ 

_“*Since the law requires signs be readily 
visible and reflective, farmers ‘should 
replace faded signs every two or three 
years.”’ 

Farmers should also be aware of the 
changes in regulations for over-sized 
vehicles effective April 1, 1977. Vehicles 8 
2 to 12 “% feet wide must display 
slow-moving vehicle signs in the daytime 
and four-way flashing lights at night. 
Vehicles 13 ‘4% to 16 feet wide must use 
four-way flashing lights or. a rotating 
amber light during the daytime. After 
sunset, these vehicles must use four-way 
flashing lights and either a rotating amber 
light or front and rear escort vehicles. 

During daylight, four-way flashing lights 
or rotating amber lights are mandatory for 
agricultural vehicles more than 16 feet 
wide. At night, vehicles more than 16 feet

must use four-way flashing lights, a 
rotating amber light and front and rear 
escort vehicles. 

Agricultural vehicles can use all but 
limited access highways such as'the Queen 
Elizabeth Way and Highway 401. Drivers 
must be more than 16 years of age.

Toronto - Robert and Signe McMichael, 
directors of the McMichael Canadian 
Collection at Kleinburg, have been 
selected as recipients of the coveted 
“‘Connie’’ award from. the 600-member 
Society of American Travel Writers 
meeting in New Delhi, India. ;

In 1976 Ontario Hydro’s bulk power 
rates went rt Sid in 1977,@y 30 % - 
well over 50% in a two-year period. 

Last year Hydro’s rate increase was in 
the range of 9%, but it was cut back to 2% 
through rebates made to local public 
utilities because of profits from sales of 
reserve power to the United States. 

Now we are told by Hydro that next 
year’s bulk power rate increase will be 
10% subject to such rebates as are made 
possible through profits on sales of surplus 
power to the United States. 

An obvious question: what's the 
explanation for this new factor in rate 
calculations - profits on (sada sales to the 
United States? Since Hydro’s mandate is to 
produce power only for Ontario’s needs, 


why is it regularly making such sizable , 


foreign sales? 

The basic reason for this is that Hydro 
now has a generating system far bigger 
than Ontario's needs require. In fact, at the 
moment Hydro’s reserve capacity is 44%. 

“In other words, it can produce.44% more 
power than is needed for its peak load in 
the dead of winter. 

That 44% is scheduled to increase toover 
50% in the near future. Hydro argues that 
it needs a reserve capacity of 30% in order 
to maintain the reliability of the system - to 
cope with emergencies if generating 
stations run into difficulties. But even 
accepting Hydro’s contention that it must 
have a 30% reserve capacity, there is an 
added 15 - 20% reserve capacity which 
would be sitting idle if the power could not 


consumers of power will be paying for the 
hundreds of millions, if not billions, of 
dollars which it cost, and getting no return. 
In short, the cost of the idle plant is already 
built into our rate structure. 

On the other hand, if Hydro can sell its 
reserve power to the USA, the profits 
might make a rebate possible to the local 
public utilities on their purchase of. bulk 
power. 

This situation brings into sharp focus’the 
issue of whether the generating system 
which Hydro has built is larger, and 
therefore costlier, than Ontario needs. For 
the moment, we are stuck with that 
larger-than-necessary system with the 
result that Hydro is scrambling for foreign 
sales in order to reduce the cost to the 
people of Ontario. 

Hydro’s mandate excludes them from 
producing power for export on a firm 
contract basis. In other words, power is 
sold on the stipulation that if Ontario needs 


» it, the power can be cut off. But Hydro’s 


surplus power is now so great that the 
prospect of sales being cut off is nil. For 
peo purposes it is a firm sale of power 
ecause we have such reserves. Hydro, 
with the approval and urging of the 
government, is engaged in seeking foreign 
sales, which violates the spirit, if not the 
letter, of the law set forth in the Power 
Corporation Act. ee 
In the June, 1976, report of the Select 
Committee on Hydro Affairs, entitled 
significantly ‘‘A New Public Policy 
Direction for Ontario Hydro’’, the question 
was raised as to whether the Ontario Hydro 
.system was larger, ‘and costlier, than 
needed. That question is even more 
pertinent today in light of the situation

The people on the Madoe Township 
voting list will have several decisions to 
make this year when they vote, if 
fiecessary, for their council represent- 
atives.

They are still 
restricted by law to observe any laws 
regarding the intake of spirits in a public 
place. This means that they can drink in 
public, but, if they are caught, they will 
suffer the same punishment that has 
always been applied to this type of 
offender.

Ottawa - The federal 
government, which spends 
about $950 million annually 
to provide accommodation 
for its various depart- 
ments;-should be more 
efficient and cost conscious 
‘in its real estate operations. 

That is the message in a 
report of the Standing 
Committee on 
National Finance released 
recently. 

The committee spend 19 
months making an in-depth 
study of the Accommodat- 
ion Program of the Depart- 
ment of Public Works 
which has been described 
as ‘‘the largest realty 
operation in Canada and 
‘ne of the largest in the 
world’’. 

It recommends. that the 
Department of Public 
Works should handle all 
government construction 
and real estate operations 
and that the cost disciplines 
of the private sector should 
be employed to ensure 
efficiency. 

At present most govern- 
ment departments are not 
charged for the space they 
occupy in“federal goVern- 
ment buildings. The 
committee recommends 
they be charged the same 
rate they would pay in the 
private sector. 

The Department of Pub- 
lic Works would receive the 


payments and be depend- , 


ent upon them for financing 
its Accommodation Pro-

gram. Thus, all govern- 


ment departments would 
have a real dollars and 
cents incentive to manage 
their accommodation on a 
bysiness-like, economical 
basis. 


To operate in this way . 


the Department of Public 
Works ‘‘will have to be as 
efficient as a_ well-run 
private developer’. The 
committee recommends 
that the department simp- 
lify its present complicated 
decision-making _ process 
and improve its long-range 
planning system so that 
future accommodation 
requirements can be more 
accuratlv estimated. 

The , resent system of 
lease tendering tends to 
increase costs, so the 
Department of .Public 
Works should be permitted 
to negotiate all but the 
largest leases.

for insects, 
diseases 


Before you move houseplants indoors, 
-heck them.for insects and diseases, 
advises Bob Fleming, Ontario Ministry of 
Agriculture and Food extension horticult- 
urist. 

‘During the summer out of doors, 
houseplants are exposed to a variety of 
insects and diseases you don’t want 
indoors. Once inside these problems can 
spread to other houseplants. ¢€ 

Mildew is the most common disease that 

‘ plants encounter outdoors. This disease 
appears as a white powdery coating on the 
leaves. 

Pick off and destroy the affected leaves, 
and spray the plant with fungicide such as 
Benlate or Benomyl, Mr. Fleming 
recommends. 

A variety of insects attack houseplants 
during the summer months. These can be 
eliminated with diazinon, says Mr. 
Fleming. 

It doesn’t take long for tiny whiteflies to 
spread the neighboring plants indoors. 
Check for this insect by tapping the plant 
gently. If they are present, you will notice a 
white cloud of insects fluttering around the 
leaves. « 

Scale insects appear as_ varnish-like 

mounds on the leaves, petioles or soft part 
of the ste.’ 
If you notice tiny, cotton 
{ike balls in the axils of the leaves, your 
plant probably has mealbugs. These 
serious pests suck the sap from the plant 
causing loss ot vigor. 

Mites are microscopic in. size and 
therefore difficult to diagnose. Moderately 
affected plants will have a _ generally 
unthrifty appearance. Severly affected 
plants will have damaged papery leaves. 

‘Since some of these problems are 
difficult to identify, Mr. Fleming suggests 
spraying with recommended insecticides 
as a precautionary measure. After moving 
plants indoors, isolate them from other 
housplants for a week to 10 days.

The Amendments impose a statutory 
obligation. on the Ministry to prescribe 
standards of service and standards of 
practice for all Childrens Aid Societies, and 
to monitor and enforce those standards. 

This serves to end the historic 
autonomous status of Ontario’s Childrens 
Aid Societies, and to make them fully 
accountable to the Minister for the quality 
of service they provide. The Minister in 
turn, is now the person with the ultimate 
responsibility for what happens in each of 
the 51 Societies. : 

Under the unamended Child Welfare 
Act, responsibility for the quality of Child 
Welfare was shared between the Ministry, 
each of the S51 CAS's and the Ontario 
Association of Childrens Aid Societies. 

The buck now stops on the Minister's 
desk.

Mining claims suspended 


pending Indian hearings 


All work requirements on 870 mining 
claims in the Temagami area have been 
temporarily suspended pending the out- 
come of an Ontario Supreme Court 
hearing on the Temagami Indian land 
claim. 

In announcing the move today, Ontario 
Natural Résources Minister James A.C. 
Auld said: ‘Until the question of Indian 
rights to the land is decided, it would be 
unfair for the government to expect 
holders of claims on the specific area to 
spend money meeting their obligations 


Probably the most often heard complaint 
at the Centre is ‘‘poor workmanship.”

Temagami band, the minister said. 
Theband and the Ontario government are 
engaged in litigation to determine the 
rights, if any, of the band’s claim to about 
10,400 square kilometres of unpatented 
land in 110 townships in the Districts of 
Temiskaming, Sudbury and Nipissing. 
Under the working conditions section of 
the Ontario Mining Act, all recorded 
holders of mining claims must complete 
and record at least 200 days of 
development’ work within the first five 
years. Failure to do so could result in 


_forfeiture or loss of the mining claim. 


The dispute over the land goes back to 
1973 when representatives of the Temag- 
ami Indian band filed cautions under The 
Lands Titles Act, which prevents registra- 
tion of Crown patents on the lands 
affected. 

In order to clear up the matter in the 
interests of both the Temagami band and 
members of the public affected by the 
Indian claims, the Crown decided in May, 
1978, to place the matter before the 
Supreme Court of Ontario which has 
jurisdiction to determine all of the issues 
between the two parties.

claims in the area has been prohibited 


since May 8, 1978. 

A decision in the Indian land claim 
matter is expected to take some time 
because of the complex'litigation process.

ensiling process begins. This stage 
requires about fifteen days to complete. 

Here the coliform and lactic acid bacteria, 

which are only active in the absence of 
oxygen, produce lactic acid and smaller 
amounts of acetic and butyric acids. The 
increasing levels of these acids in the 
materials cause the pH to fall to 4 where it 
remains stable. The high acid level in 
effect pickles the corn plant and prevents 
further growth of the bacteria, yeasts or 
molds, which could result in spoilage. As 
long as no air is allowed to enter the 
ensiled material it will keep indefinitely.

when the area in question was naturally 
this way, so what they are doing is actually 
returning the creek to the state that it was 
in a few years ago.

Treatment 
Of Warble 
~ Grubs _ 


One of the fall chores facing all 


livestock producers is the treatment of — 


cattle for warble grubs. Treatment should’ 
include all cattle on ‘range or pasture 
during the summer months, particularly 
dairy heifers and beef cattle. Results of 
treatment have long been documented as 
increased gain and in the case of beef. 
animals, less damage to the carcass and 
hide. There are a number of systemics on 
the market which, when applied to the 
animal, kill the young larvae within a few 
hours. Thse systemics, if used according to 
directions, are safe and nearly 100 per cent 
effective. They have the added benefit of 
controlling cattle lice, although they do not 
affect lice eggs which will subsequently 
hatch and renew the life cycle. Treatment 
should be completed before the end of 
November and cattle should not be treated 
from December through to February when 
the larvae are located in the throat and 
spinal cord areas of the animal. Other 

on’ts include the treatment’ of animals 
under three months of age or animals 
which are sick or under stress. While the 
products vary, none should be applied to 
milking cows and none should be applied to 
slaughter animals to be marketed within a 
few weeks. Treatment is easy-- simply pour 
the recommended amount on the animal’s 


back as per directions. Cost varies with size 


of animal but will be approximately 40 
cents head. Commercial products 
Svailible. through farm service outlets 
include Spotton, Grubex, Neguvon, and 
Co-op Grub Killer.

Efficient And Cheap — 


A one-year study, released today by 
Environment Minister Harry C. Parrott, 
demonstrates a mechanical garbage 
collection system which is more efficient 
and, in the long run, cheaper, than the 
conventional manual method. ; 

The study, which involved over 1,500 


households in Windsor, Ontario, began ‘in | 


1976 as a joint venture between the City of 
Windsor and the Ontario Ministry of the 
Environment. 

The Ministry, which was responsible for 
preparation of the final report, made a 
contribution of $100,000 to the study, in the 
form of equipment necessary for the 
successful undertaking of the project. The 
equipment include lastic, wheeled 
garbage containers and special collector 
truck equipment which eliminated most of 
the heavy lifting normally required of the 


householder and of the collection crews. 


Back injuries sustained through lifting 
heavy weights are the greatest occupa- 


tional hazard for municipal waste. 


collectors. 

_ In one study area, two-man back-loading 
collector-trucks were used. Householders 
wheeled 90-gallon containers to the curb, 
and a crew member then wheeled the 
containers to the back of the truck where 
they were mechanically emptied. In 
another area, a one-man side-loading 
collector-truck was used. The truck was 
driven to the curb side where a mechanical 
arm lifted individual 90-gallon containers 
or communal 300-gallon containers, 
emptied them, and returned them to the 
curb. 

Side-loading collector-trucks proved 
more effective in the study due to their 
speed and strength in lifting and reduced 
manpower requirements. 

‘I certainly believe that the study, and 
Environment Ontario’s contribution to- 


le 


wards it, were well worthwhile,’’ said Dr. 
Parrott, ‘‘not only has the study 
demonstrated the effectiveness of such a 
niethod but it will enable us to provide 
valuable information on mechanical gar- 
bage collection to municipalities in the 
Province who are interested in improving 
existing systems. For example, we now 
know that although the initial capital costs 
involved in installing a mechanical 
collection system are fairly high, they are 
eventually offset by reduced labor costs. 


‘‘l am also pleased that with the study 
completed, we have been able to make the 
equipment we purchased for it available to 


the Glass Gobbler Program, sponsored by 
‘the Glass Container Council of Canada, 
which is successfully collecting glass” for 
recycling purposes.” | 

Dr. Parrott expressed his appreciation of 
the willing co-oeration on the part of the 
Windsor householders involved. ‘'They 
made a great contribution to the success of 
the study,’ he said.

bath. If the bed is ‘low, it should be raised 
for the sake of the nurse’s back. Put 
wooden bed blocks, or big tin cans filled 
with sand under the bed legs to make it six 
to cight inches higher. 

If you can, position the bed so the patient 
gan look out the window. The room must 
have fresh air day and night, and to 
prevent drafts, you can use cardboard or a 
board to deflect cool air upward or, in cold 
weather, to block the opening so that air 
comes in only between the upper and lower 
sash. 

The room should be furnished with a 
bedside table the same height as the bed 


for a water glass and anything else the - 


patient needs. It should have another table 
or bureau where nursing equipment can be 
kept handy If the patiént is allowed out of 
bed, an easy chair should be available.’ If 
the ‘room is at a distance from the 
bathroom, a washstand should be 
organized in the room, with jug, basin,

If there’s space, two straight backed 
chairs are useful to hold bed clothes while 
the bed is being changed. They can also be 
used on either side of the bed to support a 
board to serve as an improvised bed table 
across the bed. 

If the weight of the bed clothes irritates 
the patient’s feet, you can cut the side out 
of a cardboard carton, put it at the foot of 
the bed, and arrange the sheet and 
blankets over it to keep them off the feet. 
Or, if the foot of the bedstead is high 
enough, bring the covers over the end of 
the bed to keep them off the feet.

Theme for UCW rallies 
in Peterborough - ; 


‘Caring and Sharing”’ was the theme for 
each of the two Fall rallies of Peterbor- 


ough Presbyterial United Church Women. ~ 


The Rally for Peterborough North was 
held in Apsley United Church on Sept. 25 
with 63 women present and, for Peterbor- 
ough South) in Wesley United Church on 
October 4 with an attendance of 85. Mrs. 
(Rev.) Victor Levan, Kingston, was guest 
speaker for both rallies. 

On each occasion a warm welcome was’ 
exended by Presbyterial UCW President, 
Audrey Craft and by the president of the 
UCW of each of the host churches, namely 
Mrs. S. Metrow of Apsley and Mrs. F. 
Sage of Wesley. Singsongs were led by 
Audrey Craft and Mignon Mayneord at 
Apsley and by Ruth Jennings and Jeanne 
McMahon at Wesley. 

Reports on the Schools for United 
Church Women at Quin-mo-lac (Sept.8-10) 
and in Simcoe St. United Church, Oshawa 
(Sept. 19-21) were presented by Audrey 
Craft. and Nora Watkins and read as 
follows: ‘“‘The theme for both schools was 
‘Your Ministry or Ours’ and both schools 
had as leaders Mrs. B.J. Klassen and Mrs. 
Anne Bishop from the Conference Office 
in Kingston. Music was led by Lynda 
Jewell, Cobourg. Marion Wellman, Ome- 
mee, capably led the schools as dean. 
Marjorie Ferris succeeds her as dean‘ for 
next year’s schools. : 

Young people who had served as 
counsellors and leaders at youth camps 
reported on their experiences and 
indicated that more than 1,000 children 
and young people had attended camps this 
year. Of special interest at the Oshawa 
school was the presentation of skits and 
music by a group of young people who 
called themselves ‘‘Christians in Action” 
and who hailed from all areas of Oshawa 
Presbytery”’. 

Jane Hooper, Literature ‘and Audio 
Visual Chairman gave brief reports on a 
few of the many new books on display. 
Treasurer Mignon pe esate reported 
that $14,000 remains to raised for the 
Mission and Service Fund before the end 
of the year if the Presbyterial is to reach 
its goal of $30,000. 

Worship Service at Apsley was in 
charge of Coe Hill UCW and Fairview 
ladies were in charge of it at Wesley. 

Guest speaker, Mrs. Levan, works with 
Alcoholic and Drug Concern for Bay of 
Quinte Conference. She took as her topic 
“Life and Living-----the development of 
life-style which does not need the support 
of alcohol or drugs”. A most dynamic and 
emphatic speaker she said, by way of 
introduction, ‘‘Christ said, ‘I have come 
that you might have life and have it 
abundantly’. for me to have abundant life 
means that I must take seriously my 
responsibility to myself, to take care of 
my body’’. 

She continued by saying, ‘‘Canadians 
are a ‘substance taking’ people for all 
sorts of ills, real and imaginary. They lead 
the way in consumption of alcoholic 
beverages, drinking an annual average of 
2.6 gallons per person over 15 years of age. 
This surpasses the annual average 
consumption in United States, Russia, 
Sweden and most other comparable 
nations. But it is possible to develop a 
lifestyle not dependent on addictives. 

As well as my responsibility to myself, I 
have a responsibility to others. I must 
communicate with them and set an 
example for them. The use of alcohol by 
young people increases in homes where it 
is used by parents. A staggering number 
of family breakdowns result from 
problems arising from the use of alcohol 
in the home. These family breakdowns

peer pressure follows and augments it. ° 

Eighty cent of traffic fatalities are 
alcohol related. Do you as a parent have a 
standard and let your children know 
where yen stand concerning the problem 
of drinking and driving? 

My responsibility to others includes my 
responsibility to my Community. Most 
communities have the problem of aicohol 
in the High Schools. they have the problem 
of alcohol being demanded in Community 
Centres. Canada annually spends 
$134,000,000 on treatment of alcohol and 
drug users and loses $1,000,000 from lost 
time in tied b Actually, only 10 per cent 
of alcoholics have reached ‘Skid Row’ 
level; the others are found among our 
average middle-class: families. . 

In pioneer times, the tavérns were 
meeting places for the community. 

These 
same women, of whom Nellie McClung is 
shining example, went on to demand and 
obtain suffrage, rights. These are ex-

At this point, Mrs. Levan announced 
that she was asking for a Christian 
committment from every woman present 
to pledge support for any effort available 
a pel aha the alcohol and 
situation and te accept a persona 
res ibility to assist anyone in need of 
assistance: Women’s gro can 
approach their Member ‘of Parliament 
with petitions. They can give financial 
cupport to such organizations as Toc 
Alpha and Al Anon which receive no 
government vr 

Last but not least there is a program of 
Preventative Treatment with which Mrs. 


‘Levan is personally involved. It is being 


taught in schools in the Kingston area, 
beginning at the Kindergarten level. Mrs. 
Levan said, ‘‘We teach the teachers and 
they teach the children.”’ This program 
will be coming to Peterborough County 
and each UCW local will be receiving 
literature concerning its introduction. 
Every church woman has a responsibility 
to support this program. 

Mrs. Levan and all who were in any way 


involved in planning and assisting at the 
rallies were thanked at Apsley «by 
Margaret Musclow and at Wesley by 
Shirlie Aker.

British Columbia's ‘‘Cariboo country 
were household words, way back in 1862. 
Billy Barker had discovered gold in the 
Cariboo Mountains and the wagon north 
from Mile’‘'O’’ at Lillooet was rainbow’s 


end for miners from-three continents. 


The ranchers. followed the miners and 
today a, new wave of newcomers Is 
following the old Cariboo Wagon Road 


(now Highway 97) north from Cache Creek.., 


The newcomers are golfers, trail riders, 
hikers, tennis players, sport fishermen and 


_cross-country skiers and their destination 
is the expansive 104 km squared (40 square 


miles) holiday resort just past 100 “Mile 
House at Mile 108. 
It’s called 108 Resort Ranch. The main 
lodge has 63 fully carpeted rooms with 
private balconies, color TV, bathtub with 
shower and air-conditioning. Extra cots 
and cribs are available to the skiing family.

Lowbush Blueberry | 
could befarmindustry — 


Lowbush blueberry production is an 
industry with promising potential in 
Eastern Ontario, according to horticultur- 
ists with the Ontario Ministry of 
Agriculture and Food. Galen Driver, 
director of the soils and crops branch; 
says, ‘‘A cash crop such as cultivated 
lowbush blueberries could have a signific- 
ant economic benefit in areas where 
lowbush blueberries currently grow in the 
world.”’ 

Mr. Driver says that the grant recently 
obtained by blueberry growers in north 
Hastings County from the new crop 
development fund will greatly assist the 
works growers, have been carrying out for 
the past couple of years in conjunction 
with the Ontario Ministry of Agriculture 
and Food. 

In 1977, growers near Bancroft, with the 
assistance of ministry personnel, set out 


an initial planting of lowbush blueberries. 
In 1978, an additional 13,000 plants 
produced jointly by the Horticultural 
Research Institute of Ontario and the 
University of Guelph were set out in the 
same area. Also ‘this year, Ontario 
extention horticulturist John Baker stud- 
ied the lowbush blueberry industry in 
Nova Scotia and New Brunswick and 
secured seed and cuttings from the 
Maritime provinces for testing in Eastern 
Ontario. 

the main difficulties to be overcome in 
the production of lowbush blueberries are 
the scarcity of nursery stock, the high cost 
of greenhouse-grown plants and controll- 
ing weeds in the field. 

This year, the Bancroft area growers 
formed the North Hastings Blueberry 
Association to promote production of this 
promising crop.

= OFA claims cost of 


bringing food from 
farmer to consumer 
ever-growing 


The Ontario Federation ot Agriculture 


(OFA) reports the cost of bringing food. 


stuffs from the farmer to the consumer 
continues to grow. 

The OFA’s Farmer Price Index shows an 
average 2:3 percent increase in farm gate 
prices in September. The increases were 
led by pork, up 9.6 percent and beef up 1.2 
percent. The increase follows a 2 percent 
decline in July and an August increase of 
0.3 percent. ; 

The Farmer Price Index is now up 15.9 
percent over a year ago. Retail prices for 
the same products are much higher, having 
increased by 17.7 percent. 

The OFA points out that fruits and 
vegetables were responsible for much of 
the change in retail prices. Each 
September, fresh domestic produce _te- 
places expensive imports. As a result, 
consumers paid 12.1 percent less for fresh 
fruits, and fresh vegetables dropped by 
30.9 percent. The decrease will not last, 
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however, as consumers will soon be 
dependant upon imports for most fresh 
vegetables. 

Most of the province’s fruit and 
vegetable growers, who supply the 
processing industry, received an increase 
in price in\September. Processing fruits 
were up 12.8 percent; processing vege- 
tables down 0.5 percent and produce 


- destined for freezing up 1.1 percent. Their 


combined effect is an increase of 4.6 
percent over last year. 

The OFA warns, however, that past 
history. shows consumer prices for 
processed fruits and vegetables have 
increased much faster than the price paid 
to the farmers. As an example, the OFA 
points out that in 1972 a 14-ounce can of 
pearacs sold for 35.3 cents, with the 
armer receiving 7.8 cents. Last year, the 
farmers’ share increased to 10.7 cents, but 
consumer prices rose even higher to 54.1 
cents. 
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The great rivers of Canada should be 
recognized as part of our natural adie i 
and action taken to preserve them for 
future generations.

Seminar participants themselves had 
varied opinions on definitions but agreed 
that there should, as in the U.S., be several 
classes of rivers which reflect both their 
natural character and the uses which 
should take place on them. 

It was recommended that jurisdictions 
responsible for our river resources work 
together to create a Canadian Heritage 
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Canada, brought together specialists from 
federal, provincial, territorial, and state 
overnments, interested organizations and ™ 
individuals. The delegates discussed the ras 
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establishing and managing heritage rivers. 

In his ppeniig remarks, Mr. Ffalkner 
defined a heritage river as, ‘‘A river or 
segment of a river whose natural flow has 
been left unaltered by man.’’ ‘‘Such 
rivers,” he said, ‘‘are part of Canada’s 
heritage equal in importance to Jasper 
National Park and the Fortress of 
Louisbourg.”’ 

“There are about 90 major Canadian 
rivers that have not been dammed or 
otherwise modified for hydro-electric, 
irrigation or flood-control purposes. Today 
these rivers have equal potential for 
development or for preservation.. We. can 
have both if we plan for it.’’ 

Emphasizing that it was not important 
which level of governmnet was responsible 
for administering individual heritage rivers 
in a national system, Mr. Faulkner said, 
‘‘There is need for appropriate legislation 
and effective management, both federally 
and provincially.”’ 

The seminar heard three ip papers by 
authorities in their fields. Dr. Karl Schiefer 
of Beak Consultants Limited, gave an 
illustrated talk on resource-use, -planning, 
and -conflicts in heritage river manage- 
ment. The ecological impact of industrial 
effluents and debris, dams and single-use 
' emploitation of natural resources were 
described. Dr. Schiefer contended that 
compatible multiple uses of resources 
could have minimal impact on the 
environment.

occurred in Southern Ontario, particularly 
in the Toronto centred region. This 
ultimately led to expansion in the 
production and consumption of raw 
mineral. aggregates such as sand, gravel, 
and crushed limestone. 

Today, as the population increases and 
urbanization continues. to spread, there 
remains an.ever increasing demand for 
sources of aggregates to build highways, 
high-rise apartments, and office build- 
ings. 

Unfortunately, before 1970, there was‘no 
provincial legislation governing the oper- 
ations of pits and quarries. As a result, the 
industry was basically left on its own to 
operate extraction sites anyway it 
pleased. The most common practice, of 
course, was to extract the maximum 


amount of raw material at minimum cost _ 


and then quickly abandon the source upon 
completion. Consequently Ithe industry 
developed a bad image and soon the public 
was demanding some form of control. 

In 1971 the Ontario Government enacted 
the Pits and Quarries Control Act which 
currently covers 278 municipalities, most 
of which are located in Southern Ontario. 
The Act not only specifies operational 
standards which must be met and 
maintained, but it‘also includes provisions 
which ensure that land reclamation will 
take place after the mineral resource has 
been mined. 

To encourage and provide incentive for 
rehabilitation, the Act currently requires 


an annual security of 2 cents per ton ot 
material removed from a pit or quarry. 
This security is collected for the duration. 


' of the operation, and upon completion of 


an approved rehabilitation program, the. 
operator is entitled to a refund of all 
security held on deposit. 

In the short time that the Act has been in 
force (most of. the townships in the L 
Lindsay-Peterborough area were not 
designated until 1975), many operators. 
have experimented with different types of 
rehabilitation, the more common ones 
being agriculture, recreation, residential 
development and sanitary waste disposal. 
Some of the operators have even won 
awards for their achievements in land 


_ reclamation. 


Since The Pits and Quarries Control Act 
is relatively new and due to the fact that 
many of the more northern municipalities 
in Southern Ontario were only recently 
designated, the effects of the rehabilita- 


tion program have not yet been fully 


recognized. One unfortunate circum- 
stance is the many inactive sites that have 
been left in an undesirable state by 
previous operators. However it is felt that 
with the greater awareness of the benefits 
that siet enhancement of pits and quarries 
can provide owners of abandoned pits will 
also consider rehabilitation. work. Hope- 
fully with the combined groups involved, 
Ontario’s mineral aggregate industry will” 
provide a better image and a more 
acceptabic vapport with the public. 


First aid priorities ©
